Aa effort is being made to arrange 
a series of debates between James E. 
Watson of this city and Champ Clark 
of Missouri, speaker of the national 
House of Representatives. 
It is be­ 
lieved that this series of speeches 
would attract nation-wide attention 
and 'would present the issue of the 
coming campaign from both the Dem­ 
ocratic and Republican standpoints. 
Another series of debates— between 
the local statesman and Richard L. 
Metcalfe, editor of William Jennings 
Bryan’s “Commoner” 
may 
be 
a r­ 
ranged. 
That James E. Wat son is considered 
the best man iii the United States to 
present the doctrines of Republican­ 
ism, there is no 
doubt 
and 
that 
Champ Clark is better prepared than 
any other Democrat to speak on the 
principles of the Democratic party 
there is no doubt also. 
Since Mr. 
Watson was “whip of the 
House” 
under Speaker 
Joseph G. Cannon, 
and therefore was recognized as the 
official and chosen advocate of Pres­ 
ident T a ft’s administration. For that 
reason, if for no other, Mr. Watson 
is well prepared to meet any promi­ 
nent Democrat iii the United States 
in a aeries of debates. 
Mr. Watson 
long has been considered as one 
of 
the best posted as well as the most 
eloquent Republicans in the United 
States and that he should be chosen 
from the long Ii.-1 of noted statesmen 
in the ranks of the Republican party, 
is also sufficient evidence that he is 
not only capable, but has long since 
proved himself to be so else he would 
not have been selected. Champ Clark 
is considered tile most logical man to 
represent Democracy. 
If the series of debates are a r­ 
ranged between the local statesman 
and the speaker of the House, they

paign text books for every stump 
speaker and every voter until the is­ 
sues of the campaign of 1912 were 
settled by the American people. 
In the event that Champ Clark 
would not accept the proposition and 
Mr. Watson would be willing to agree 
to such a plan, a series of debates 
may be arranged between Mr. Watson 
and Richard L. Metcalf, editor of 
Bryan’s paper. 
Mr. Metcalf would 
be a very able opponent as in the last 
two years lie has ripened into a very 
eloquent speaker, 
It was the cam­ 
paign for county option in Lincoln, 
Nebraska, that brought out his ora­ 
torical ability. Mr. Metcalf is an edi­ 
tor of twenty-five years’ experience 
and is well versed in the principles 
and ideals of Democracy. 
Mr. Met­ 
calf made a speech at Bryan’s birth­ 
day anniversary dinner in 
Lincoln 
last March which caused him to be 
recognized as an orator of power.

fied himself pretty well with evidence 
before taking young Mason in charge 
to bring bim to this eitv.

Another representative almost over­ 
turned tile entire public health law 
because he was incensed at a public 
health officer who had caused him to 
pay a fine. Just such conditions have 
resulted in frequent changes in laws 
Which have brought about conflict.-.

Among the many factors that have 
a direct influence upon the profits to 
be derived in the dairy business, the 
comfort of the, cow is one of the most 
important. 
Uvery dairyman 
should 
recognize this fact and m ake an effort 
to provide comfortable quarters for 
his cows. 
Good light 
and 
ventilation, 
and 
stalls with plenty of bedding, in a 
barn that shuts cut the* wind. rain 
and su^Wj ars. tact?!? 
^Y>icA. lhe 
$6miort of the cow depends. 
The 
construction of the barn is very im­ 
portant, but it is not im perative that 
a new barn be built in 
order 
that 
these features providing comfort be 
had. 
A little repairing and remodel­ 
ing of the old barn in many cases is 
sufficient to enable a general farm er 
to change his old barn into a respect­ 
able dairy barn. 
It is very true that 
many things will not be ideal, as 
would be desired in a 
new 
barn, 
when remodeling is practiced, but the 
expense involved m ust bq considered 
when the general farm er fits himself 
to care for a limited num ber of dairy 
cows. 
The old barn that has great 
cracks in the weather-boarding, with 
occasional boards and doors torn off, 
should receive attention before win­ 
ter w eather begins. 
The cold wind or draft that strikes 
the cow makes her uncomfortable and 
robs, from the portion of feed intend­ 
ed 
for 
milk 
production, 
sufficient 
quantities to keep up the body- tem ­ 
perature against the cold wind that 
whistles through the cracks in the 
w eather boarding. 
This is expensive 
business when feeds are as high as 
they are sure to be this winter. 
W hen the barn is properly repaired, 
m aking It tight on all sides, the prob­ 
lems Of light and ventilation m ust be 
met. 
The m atter of light should not 
be difficult, although such would seem 
to be the case if we judge from the 
lack of provision for this necessity in 
the m ajority of barns throughout the 
country. 
A window about 2x4 feet 
or one of equal area should be pro­ 
vided for every two cows. 
This I* 
im portant not only because sunlight 
is a powerful germicide, but also be­ 
cause the attendant is enabled to do 
his work more easily and see when- 
the barn is clean. 


The problem of ventilation is a lit­ 
tle more serious than th at of light, 
as the installation of one of the m ost 
efficient methods of ventilation, tho», 
King system, requires an expenditure 
of more or less money. 
It should, as 
a yule, be put into a new barn, and 
in many instances it is good policy to 
install this system in old barns. 
The 
system 
provides 
for 
a 
constant 
change of air, the fresh air entering 
tile barn near the (filing through 
ducts ttiat Lave their extei^or open­ 
ing near the foundation, marked by 
the figure 3 in the accompanying Il­ 
lustration. 
There are a num ber of 
these on all sides of the building to 
provide fresh air, while the foul air 
is allowed to pass off through larger 
shafts marked by the figure 2, which 
r-have their opening, for the entrance 
of the fcrtn air to the shaft, near the 
floor and the outlet at the top of the 
barn, marked by the figure I. 
The 
King system is a very satisfactory 
system of ventilation, but m ust 
be 
properly installed if good results are 
to be expected. 
There are other sys­ 
tems that are not so efficient or ex­ 
pensive which are often wisely used 
in remodeled barns. The window that 
is so constructed as to drop in at the 
top. a few inches from thp casing, and 
having pieces extending out from the 
casing on both sides of the window, 
give very 
good 
satisfaction 
when 
used properly. 
They allow the air to 
circulate through the barn in such 
a m anner th at the cold air is direct­ 
ed toward the ceiling by the position 
and construction of^lie window. They 
m ust be opened anql closed, properly 
according 
to 
the 
directions 
from 
which the wind comes if good ventila­ 
tion, without draught, is desired. 
The comfort of the cow depends, 
too, upon the character of the stall 
she occupies. 
This stall should be of 
such a character that she can not 
only be comfortable, but also keep 
clean. 
A stanchion th at perm its a 
cow of the maximum 
freedom 
and 
still holds her in the proper relation 
to the gutter, back of her, Is desirable. 
W ith such a stall, well bedded, the 
cow will usually be comfortable and, 
if other conditions are right, yield a 
profit
